Tuesday night’s rain was the first 
this sectio n had receiv ed during J une 
and bro ught the y ear’s to tal to 5 .7 9 
inches o f mo isture— sev eral inches 
belo« w no rmal fo r the y ear. 
The rainfall bro ught area pro duc­ 
ers o ut o f their do ldrums, caused by 
ho t dry winds that were beginning 
to damage co tto n and head grains 
co nsiderably . 
Yo ung co tto n and headed grains 
are up in practically all po rtio ns o f 
the Hamlin sectio n, and range fro m 
tiny spro uts to plants six and eight 
inches in height. 
The rains should 
giv e the y o ung plants a lo ng bo o st 
to ward go o d pro ductio n 
Good cro ps o f corn are ev ident in 
many areas o f the Han. n secto r. 
Stands are go o d, and plants art from 
two to fo ur feet high. 
In spite of 
the hot winds o f the past sev eral 
day s, the co rn has sto o d up remark­ 
ably well. 
Ro o t sto cks are suffici­ 
ently dev elo ped that the plants had 
been nurtured 
by 
mo isture pulled 
fro m deep in the gro und, depo sited 
there by early May rains. 
Row crop pro ducers hav e taken ad­ 
v antage o f the pretty weather o f the 
past three weeks to clean o ut their 
field with tracto r and ho rse-drawn 
equipment. 
Ho e hands are busy in 
many fields picking up stray weeds 
and grubbing stubbo rn grass. 


Fractically all wheat and o ats hav e 
been harv ested by area pro ducers. 
In many cases the sttfbble land has 
already been turned under so that 
max imum so il building can be o b­ 
tained fro m the grain stalks.
